1.  — Patients  are  admitted  according  to  the  urgency  of  the  case. 

2.  — The  friends  of  In-Patients  are  permitted  to  visit  them  on 
Sundays  from  3  to  4.30  p.m.,  Thursdays  and  Bank  Holidays  from  3  to  4 
p.m.  Children  under  the  age  of  14  are  not  admitted  into  the  wards, 
and  not  more  than  two  persons  are  allowed  to  visit  a  Patient  at  the 
same  time. 

3.  — Ministers  of  Religion  are  admitted  to  Patients  at  all  times,  and 
supporters  of  the  Charity  are  always  welcome  to  visit  the  Hospital. 

4.  — Everything  is  provided  for  the  Patients  by  the  Hospital,  and 
no  article  of  food  or  drink  of  any  kind  is  permitted  to  be  taken  into  the 
wards  without  the  permission  of  the  Medical  Officers.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  the  100th  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1935,  your  Committee  must 
first  refer  to  the  great  loss  which  the  Hospital  has 
sustained  by  the  death  of  its  illustrious  Patron,  Kihg 
George  the  Fifth.  We  recall  with  gratitude  His 
Majesty’s  visit  to  the  Hospital  on  the  18th  March, 
1916,  accompanied  by  Her  Majesty  Queen  Mary, 
when  a  tour  of  the  whole  Hospital  and  the  kindly 
words  spoken  to  almost  every  patient  were  cogent 
proofs  of  our  Royal  Patron’s  personal  interest. 

The  Committee,  while  expressing  its  loyalty  and 
sympathy  with  His  Majesty  King  Edward  the  Eighth 
and  Her  Majesty  Queen  Mary,  humbly  hope  that 
there  may  he  a  continuation  of  the  Royal  Patronage 
with  which  this  Hospital  has  been  honoured  since  its 
inception  one  hundred  years  ago.

During  the  period  under  review,  the  optimism 
expressed  in  the  previous  report  has  been  fully  borne 
out  and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  again  the  loyalty 
of  the  Hospital’s  subscribers  and  many  friends. 

1,896  Patients  were  admitted  to  the  Wards,  and 
27,541  persons  received  treatment  in  the  Out-patient 
and  Casualty  Departments.  Details  of  these  will  be 
found  in  the  statistical  tables  set  out  on  pages  32  and 
33.  It  will  be  noticed  that  whilst  the  numbers  of  In¬ 
patients  and  Out-patients  treated  were  slightly  less 
than  in  the  previous  year,  the  attendances  of  the 
latter  were  more. 

A  decrease  in  the  number  of  Road  Accident  cases  is 
recorded.  With  the  new  Road  Traffic  Act  in  force, 
it  has  been  possible  to  collect  a  larger  proportion  of 
the  cost  of  treating  such  cases.  There  was  no  decrease 
in  workshop  and  other  types  of  accident  cases. 

Ordinary  Income  for  the  year  amounted  to 
£27,926  18s.  as  compared  with  £29,138  in  1934. 
Extraordinary  Income,  being  legacies  received,  was 
£3,679  16s.,  against  £6,092  in  the  previous  year. 

Ordinary  Expenditure  was  £31,821  as  compared 
with  £34,618  in  1934.  The  heavy  figure  in  the  earlier 
year  was  due  to  special  expenditure  in  the  renovation 
of  the  exterior  of  the  building. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  1934  a  Special  Appeal 
was  made  and  that  the  sum  of  £8,191,  excess  of  Income 
over  Expenditure,  was  utilised  to  liquidate  various 
accumulated  debts.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  all 
possible  sources  of  revenue  were  strained  to  the  utmost 
to  achieve  this  result  in  1934,  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  in  1935  the  Ordinary  Income  was  largely  main¬ 
tained,  and  the  year  closed  with  a  relatively  small 
deficit  amounting  to  £403  17s.  6d.  Compatible  with 
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efficiency,  strictest  economy  is  constantly  exercised  in 
the  general  maintenance  of  the  Hospital.  No  build¬ 
ing  or  other  work  of  a  special  nature  has  been  under¬ 
taken,  but  in  several  instances  equipment  has  been 
modernised.  It  has  been  impossible,  owing  to  lack  of 
funds,  to  renovate  to  any  appreciable  extent  the  inter¬ 
nal  structure  of  the  Hospital  and  Nurses’  Home,  but 
it  is  felt  imperative  that  this  should  be  undertaken 
at  no  far  distant  date. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  the  Committee  have  to  record 
the  death  of  Lady  Gordon  Watson,  who  was  for  many 
years  a  member  of  the  Nursing  Committee  and 
actively  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Ladies’  Asso¬ 
ciation.  The  Hospital  has  lost  a  very  real  friend  by 
her  demise. 

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  record  that  in  July 
last  Sir  John  Ganzoni,  Bart.,  M.P.,  accepted  an  invi¬ 
tation  to  act  as  Honorary  Co-Treasurer  with  Mr. 
Lionel  de  Rothschild,  O.B.E. 

The  two  members  who  retire  by  rota  are  Captain 
A.  U.  M.  Hudson,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  Edward  Lee.  These 
two  gentlemen  being  eligible,  offer  themselves  for  re- 
election,  and  the  Committee  strongly  support  their 
nomination. 

Grateful  acknowledgment  is  made  of  the  services 
rendered  by  members  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
Staff. 

Mr.  Roydon  Peacock,  F.R.C.S.,  resigned  the  post 
of  Aural  Surgeon,  and  the  Committee  place  on  record 
their  appreciation  of  his  services.  To  Mr.  Gavin 
Livingstone,  P.R.C.S.,  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy, 
a  hearty  welcome  is  extended. 

Once  more  the  Committee  are  pleased  to  record 
their  appreciation  of  the  able  manner  in  which  the 
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Thanks. 


Matron,  Miss  Farquhar,  and  members  of  the  Nursing 
Staff  have  carried  out  their  duties. 

Several  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Staff  have 
occurred  during  the  year.  Miss  E.  White,  Home  and 
Tutor  Sister  resigned  to  take  a  post  to  advance  in  her 
career,  and  in  the  Electrical  and  Massage  Department 
Miss  Atkinson  resigned  for  the  same  purpose.  To 
both  these  ladies  the  Committee  express  their  thanks 
for  the  satisfactory  conduct  of  their  duties,  and  wish 
happiness  and  success  to  Miss  N.  Spilman  and  Miss 
Greenough  appointed  to  succeed  them. 

Nurse  E.  M.  Sprinks  and  Nurse  E.  E.  Bruce  are 
congratulated  upon  gaining  the  Howard  de  Walden 
Gold  Medals. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  that  Mr.  George  W. 
Cooling,  Secretary  and  House  Governor,  has  left  the 
service  of  the  Hospital  on  his  appointment  to  the  chief 
administrative  post  at  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary. 
Whilst  congratulating  Mr.  Cooling  upon  his  prefer¬ 
ment,  the  Committee  regret  the  loss  of  his  service  to 
the  Hospital  which  was  always  very  satisfactory. 

Mr.  Frank  Jennings  who  has  been  appointed  to  fill 
the  vacancy,  has  had  considerable  experience  in  Hos¬ 
pital  administration.  He  has  the  Committee’s  good 
wishes  for  success  in  his  new  work. 

The  Hospital  is  fortunate  in  having  a  wide  circle 
of  friends  who  have  its  welfare  very  much  at  heart. 
Help  is  given  in  a  variety  of  ways,  and  it  is  difficult 
in  this  report  to  mention  individually  generosity 
received  and  the  many  acts  of  kindness  which  assist  in 
no  small  measure  to  maintain  the  work  in  all  its 
branches.  To  all  who  have  helped  in  any  way  the 
Committee  tender  grateful  thanks  for  material  benefits 
received  and  for  the  encouragement  of  sympathetic 
interest. 
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Reference  must  be  made  again  to  the  valuable  ser¬ 
vice  rendered  by  members  of  the  London  Blood  Trans¬ 
fusion  Service,  and  best  thanks  are  accorded  to  those 
who,  in  this  manner,  are  often  the  means  of  saving 
life. 

Once  again  the  Committee  record  an  expression  of 
their  gratitude  to  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for 
London  for  a  grant  of  £4,327  to  the  General  Fund, 
and  the  promise  of  a  handsome  contribution  to  the 
proposed  extension  to  which  further  reference  is 
made. 

Year  by  year  increasing  numbers  of  members  of  the 
Hospital  Saving  Association  are  treated,  and  it  is  with 
thanks  that  the  receipt  of  £5,185  towards  the  cost  of 
treating  these  members  is  acknowledged. 

The  Hospital  Sunday  Fund  and  the  Hospital 
Saturday  Fund  have  again  afforded  generous  support 
for  which  thanks  are  tendered. 

During  the  period  under  review  the  re-formed 
Ladies’  Association  has  given  valuable  assistance  by 
direct  financial  aid  and  by  gifts  in  kind.  It  is  the 
definite  aim  of  this  organisation  to  raise  sufficient 
funds  annually  to  meet  the  cost  of  Linen  required  in 
the  Hospital.  By  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  A.  Sassoon  the 
Bridge  Tournament  was  held  again  at  her  house  and 
proved  a  most  successful  function.  To  the 
Marchioness  of  Cholmondeley  (Chairman),  the  Hon. 
Mrs.  F.  Hoare  (Vice-Chairman),  the  Hon.  Mrs.  Winn 
(Treasurer)  and  numerous  other  ladies,  the  Committee 
extend  their  thanks. 

The  Local  Linen  League  is  increasing  in  numbers 
and  financial  stability,  and  the  work  undertaken  by 
its  members  in  providing  and  making  a  considerable 
number  of  garments  for  the  patients  is  a  particularly 
acceptable  form  of  help.  The  Committee  deeply 
appreciate  the  work  of  the  Founder  and  Chairman 
of  the  League,  Mrs.  Worley. 
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The  members  of  the  Metropolitan  Hospital  Personal 
Service  League,  in  addition  to  giving  personal  assist¬ 
ance  in  a  variety  of  ways,  have  directed  their  efforts 
to  the  replacement  of  old  type  beds  in  the  Women’s 
Surgical  Ward  by  beds  of  modern  design  which  are 
much  appreciated  by  the  Nursing  Staff  and  the 
patients.  Mrs.  Green  (Chairman),  Miss  Tallack  (Sec¬ 
retary)  and  the  members  of  the  League  are  sincerely 
thanked  for  their  most  useful  work. 

The  Jewish  Aid  Society  held  a  most  successful  Flag 
Day  collection.  They  also  supported  with  personal 
and  financial  assistance  various  functions  held  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Hospital,  and  cordial  thanks  are 
tendered  to  Mr.  H.  Moscow  (Chairman),  Mr.  I.  Sklan 
(Treasurer)  and  all  members  of  the  Committee. 

A  Dance,  held  once  again  at  British  Medical 
Association  House,  and  organised  by  the  North  AYest 
District  Aid  Society,  proved  to  be  another  successful 
and  enjoyable  function.  The  Committee  are  deeply 
grateful  to  Mrs.  Chapman,  the  Founder  of  the 
Society,  Mr.  J.  Springer  (Chairman),  Miss  N.  Solomon 
(Secretary)  and  all  the  enthusiastic  young  people  who 
are  members  of  the  Society. 

The  Annual  Matinee  was  again  held  successfully  at 
the  Hackney  Empire.  This  Theatre  has  for  some 
years  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Hospital  by 
Sir  Oswald  Stoll  for  the  purpose  of  this  yearly  event, 
a  privilege  which  is  gratefully  appreciated.  To  the 
Artistes  who  gave  an  exceptionally  fine  programme, 
and  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Organising 
Committee  best  thanks  are  tendered. 

Lady  Eden  kindly  opened  the  Annual  Garden  Fete 
which  took  place  once  more  in  the  beautiful  gardens 
lent  for  the  occasion  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  R.  McBean 
Tidey,  Alderman  and  Mrs.  A.  J.  Treadwell  and  Mr. 
D.  Galinsky.  The  Chairman,  Mr.  Councillor  C.  Fisher 
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Yates,  and  his  large  hard-working  Committee  are 
to  be  congratulated  upon  an  exceptional  success. 

By  the  kindness  of  the  Borough  Council,  Hackney 
Town  Hall  was  again  allowed  to  be  used  for  the 
Annual  Whist  Drive,  which  was,  as  is  usual  under  the 
direction  of  Alderman  J.  S.  Leeson,  a  happy  and 
successful  function. 

By  kind  permission  of  Shoreditch  Borough  Council 
a  Dance  was  held  again  in  the  Town  Hall.  Organised 
by  Mr.  Edward  Lee  and  his  friends  it  was  much  en¬ 
joyed  by  all  who  supported  the  effort. 

To  all  the  members  of  these  organisations  the  Com¬ 
mittee  tender  grateful  thanks. 

The  Annual  Gift  Day,  held  in  December,  proved 
more  successful  than  in  previous  years.  It  was 
particularly  gratifying  to  note  the  interest  displayed 
especially  by  the  local  school  children.  Lady  Keymer 
is  heartily  thanked  for  kindly  attending  and  receiv¬ 
ing  the  gifts,  as  are  those  ladies  who  assisted.  The 
Committee  are  also  grateful  to  all  who  gave  gifts. 

On  May  14th,  1836,  the. first  patients  of  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Hospital  were  treated,  and  for  some  years  the 
work  was  continued  in  the  small  original  building  in 
Devonshire  Square,  Bishopsgate,  within  the  City  of 
London.  Fifty  years  later,  in  the  year  1886,  demands 
for  its  services  had  become  so  numerous  that  it  was 
necessary  to  remove  to  more  commodious  premises. 
The  present  site  was  purchased  and  a  new  building 
commenced,  the  Out-patient  Department  being  opened 
on  the  23rd  September,  1886,  and  the  Wards  in  the 
following  year.  Thus  it  is  that  the  year  1936  not 
only  is  the  Centenary  of  the  Hospital,  but  also  is  the 
Golden  Jubilee  of  the  present  building. 

For  some  years  the  Committee  have  been  concerned 
at  the  inadequate  accommodation  of  the  Casualty 
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Department,  and  have  considered  schemes  of 
modernisation.  Nor  is  the  Operating  Theatre  Unit  by 
any  means  new,  and  modern  methods  demanding 
different  construction  make  it  imperative  that  altera¬ 
tions  should  be  effected.  There  is  also  an  urgent  need 
for  Paying  Patients’  Beds,  which,  so  far,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  have  been  unable  to  provide.  There  is  along¬ 
side  and  owned  by  the  Hospital  a  vacant  site 
eminently  suitable  for  extension  purposes,  and  it 
would  be  fitting  to  the  occasion  to  utilise  it  for  the 
erection  of  a  building  to  provide  these  facilities.  This 
very  necessary  work  cannot  be  carried  out  unless  the 
funds  to  meet  the  Capital  Expenditure  involved  are 
forthcoming. 


The  Committee  of  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund 
for  London  have  considered  a  proposed  scheme  of 
extension  and  have  promised  a  grant  of  £3,000  to  be 
paid  when  building  commences. 


To  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the  late  Sir  Herbert 
J.  Ormond  and  his  active  association  with  the  work 
of  the  Hospital  as  a  member  of  the  Management 
Committee  for  some  years,  his  legacy  of  £1,000  will 
be  applied  to  name  an  Operating  Theatre  in  the 
Centenary  Extension,  the  bequest  remaining  for  the 
time  being  in  the  General  Fund. 

The  Committee  value  greatly  the  constant  efforts 
of  the  Hospital’s  supporters,  and  in  this  important 
year  they  would  specially  appreciate  an  increase  in 
the  circle  interested  in  its  welfare.  New  Annual 
Subscriptions  would  be  particularly  welcome.  Present 
subscribers  are  asked  to  sign  a  Deed  of  Covenant 
which  will  enable  the  Committee  to  recover  Income 
Tax  on  the  amount  paid.  Legacies  also  form  means 
of  "help  for  which  friends  are  asked  to  use  their 
influence. 
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Ill  conclusion  the  Committee  look  back  upon  one 
hundred  years  of  successful  work  with  gratitude  to 
all  who  have  made  it  possible,  and  look  forward  to 
the  second  century  with  hope  and  confidence.

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A  SHORT  HISTORY 

OF  THE 

METROPOLITAN  HOSPITAL. 

- .«£». - 

The  Metropolitan  Hospital  was  established  in  the  year  1836,  in 
Devonshire  Square,  Bishopsgate,  which  was  then  a  quiet  spot  near  the 
busy  thoroughfares  of  Bishopsgate  and  Liverpool  Street.  Some  of  the 
old-fashioned  roomy  houses,  which  were  adapted  and  used  for  Hospital 
purposes,  may  still  be  seen  being  used  for  offices  and  workshops.  The 
Hospital  remained  in  Devonshire  Square  for  fifty  years,  so  that  it  may 
justly  claim  to  be  an  old  City  Charity. 

In  1886  the  Institution  was  moved  to  the  site  on  which  it  now  stands 
in  the  Kingsland  Boad,  a  little  to  the  North  of  the  City  Boundary.  In 
those  early  days  there  were  fifty-one  beds  for  the  reception  of  those 
needing  in-patient  treatment,  and  the  nursing  duties  were  carried  out 
by  Members  of  All  Saints’  Sisterhood  until  1896.  In  that  year  arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  for  the  Hospital  to  have  its  own  Nursing  Staff  and 
to  become  a  Training  School  for  Nurses.  Since  that  time  nurses  trained 
at  the  Hospital  have  gone  to  all  parts  of  the  world.  Many  of  these 
ladies  hold  responsible  positions  in  the  Nursing  profession,  and  the 
Hospital  has  gained  a  high  reputation  as  one  of  the  leading  Training 
Schools  in  the  country. 

The  number  of  beds  now  in  more  or  less  constant  occupation  is  150, 
and  approximately  2,000  patients  are  admitted  in  the  year.  In  the 
out-patient  department  the  attendances  of  the  27,541  patients  treated 
during  the  year  number  129,645.  There  is  now,  and  has  been  for  some 
long  time,  a  somewhat  heavy  Waiting  List  for  admission  to  the  Women’s 
Surgical  Ward.  The  limited  number  of  beds  for  the  diseases  of  women 
accounts  largely  for  this  congestion. 

The  Metropolitan  Hospital  is  now  a  fully  equipped  General  Hos¬ 
pital.  There  are  special  departments  such  as  Gynaecological,  Ophthalmic, 
Dental,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  and  Electrical  and  Massage;  and  work 
is  undertaken  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  London  County  Council 
in  the  treatment  of  School  Children  and  the  treatment  of  Venereal 
Diseases.  Attached  to  the  Hospital  is  also  a  Tuberculosis  Dispensary 
administered  for  the  Metropolitan  Boroughs  of  Hackney  and  Stoke 
Newington. 

Special  facilities  are  given  at  the  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of 
Jewish  patients.  In  the  out-patient  department  a  Hebrew  Medical 
Officer  is  in  attendance  twice  a  week.  For  in-patients  two  wards,  con¬ 
taining  24  beds,  are  reserved  for  Hebrews.  Two  special  kitchens  are 
provided,  and  every  opportunity  is  given  to  the  patients  to  observe  their 
special  ritual. 

When  the  Hospital  was  first  removed  from  Bishopsgate,  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  surrounding  the  present  building  was  a  well-to-do  residential 
quarter,  with  green  fields  at  no  great  distance.  It  is  now  one  of  the 
most  densely- populated  and  poorest  districts  of  the  ever  growing  Metro¬ 
polis,  Hoxton,  Bethnal  Green,  Shoreditch,  Haggerston  and  Islington 
being  some  of  the  areas  from  which  the  Hospital  receives  its  patients.

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ALMONERS’  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1935 


A  glance  at  the  table  of  figures  appended  will  show  that 
the  work  in  the  Social  Service  Department  is  still  carried  on 
with  great  enthusiasm.  These  figures,  however,  are  no  indica¬ 
tion  of  the  amount  of  work  which  each  case  entails  and  often  do 
not  convey  to  the  general  public  exactly  what  an  Almoner  is 
called  upon  to  do. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  explain  a  little  more  fully  that  an 
Almoner  is  expected,  apart  from  administrative  duties,  to 
arrange  convalescence,  giving  special  care  to  the  selection  of 
homes  to  meet  the  individual  needs  of  the  patient;  to  find  suit¬ 
able  homes  for  Chronic  and  Insurable  patients.  The  supply  of 
surgical  instruments,  district  nurses,  extra  nourishments,  special 
diet,  ambulances,  etc.,  also  forms  a  large  part  of  her  work.  Home 
visits  are  paid  at  the  request  of  the  Medical  Staff  from  time  to 
time  and  many  reports  and  enquiries  concerning  patients  are 
dealt  with. 

It  will  be  seen  that  Social  Work  is  essentially  individual. 
The  needs  and  requirements  of  each  patient  have  to  be  fully 
considered  before  any  decision  can  be  taken.  In  some  cases 
great  improvements  can  be  made  by  a  little  helpful  advice  and 
kindly  encouragement  at  the  right  moment.  In  others,  many 
weeks  of  carefully  thought  out  plans  and  much  work  can  be 
wasted  by  lack  of  co-operation  from  the  patient  or  his  relatives. 
The  confident  manner  in  which  patients  and  staff  turn  to  the 
Almoner  when  in  difficulty  is  a  very  clear  indication  of  the 
value  of  a  Social  Service  Department. 

It  would  often  be  impossible  for  the  Almoner  unaided  and 
in  the  time  at  her  disposal,  to  see  that  all  the  recommendations 
given  to  the  patients  are  carried  out.  Under  the  circumstances 
we  frequently  apply  to  the  Charity  Organisation  Society, 
Invalid  Children’s  Aid  Association,  Jewish  Board  of  Guardians, 
District  Nursing  Association,  and  numerous  other  Charitable 
Societies  for  their  assistance  in  visiting  homes,  assisting  in  find¬ 
ing  suitable  convalescent  homes  and  in  sharing  the  necessarily 
heavy  financial  burden.  Without  their  aid  our  work  would  be 
seriously  curtailed.  Grateful  thanks  are  therefore  extended  to 
all  Societies  who  helped  in  this  way  throughout  1935.

JACKSON’S  SHOREDITCH  HOSPITAL  CHARITY. 


The  late  Mr.  Joseph  Jackson,  of  High  Street,  Shoreditch,  and 
Northumberland  Park,  Tottenham,  Cabinet  Warehouseman  (who  died  in 
1871),  by  his  last  Will  bequeathed  £10,000  upon  Trusts  for  the  establishment 
of  a  Soup  Kitchen  and  a  Cottage  Hospital  for  the  Parish  of  Shoreditch.  In 
a  suit  for  the  administration  of  the  Testator’s  Estate  (Biscoe  v.  Jackson, 
1872,  B.  No.  265),  an  Order  was,  on  the  15th  March,  1889,  made  by  the 
Honourable  Mr.  Justice  Stirling,  whereby  upon  the  undertaking  of  the 
Chairman  and  Committee  of  the  Metropolitan  Hospital,  on  behalf  of  them¬ 
selves  and  their  successors,  (1)  to  set  apart  and  maintain  not  less  than  Four 
Beds  in  each  of  the  following  Wards,  that  is  to  say,  the  Men’s  Ward,  the 
Women’s  Ward,  and  the  Children’s  Ward,  for  the  gratuitous  accommodation 
of  patients  from  the  Parish  of  Shoreditch,  and  to  provide  such  patients  with 
all  necessary  and  proper  medical  and  other  attendance,  and  such  other 
necessaries  and  comforts  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  may  require;  and 
also  to  afford  and  supply  medical  advice  and  medicine,  so  far  as  practicable, 
to  out-patients  resident  in  the  Parish  of  Shoreditch  who  are  unable  to  pay 
for  the  same,  and  are  not  in  the  receipt  of  Parochial  Relief,  the  beds  so  set 
apart  as  aforesaid  to  be  for  the  exclusive  use  and  benefit  of  indoor  patients 
of  poor  persons  resident  in  the  Parish  of  Shoreditch  who  shall  be  in  need 
of  urgent  but  temporary  medical  relief,  and  unable  to  pay  for  the  same; 
and  (2),  undertaking  to  print  and  publish  with  every  Annual  Report  of  the 
Hospital  a  Statement  approved  by  the  Solicitors  of  His  Majesty’s  Attorney- 
General,  setting  forth  the  origin  of  the  Charity,  with  the  purport  and  effect, 
so  far  as  material  of  the  Order,  so  as  to  show  the  terms  and  circumstances 
under  which  the  payments  thereby  directed  to  or  for  the  Hospital  were  to 
be  made.  It  was  ordered  that  Official  Trustees  of  Charitable  Funds  hold 
the  Railway  Stocks  thereby  directed  to  be  transferred  to  them  £2,941 
London  and  North  Western  Railway  Four  per  cent.  Guaranteed  Stock, 
and  £2,964  North  Eastern  Railway  Consolidated  Four  per  cent.  Preferential 
Stock)  in  trust  for  the  Jackson  Shoreditch  Hospital  Charity,  and  from  time 
to  time  until  further  order,  pay  or  remit  the  dividends  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Hospital  for  the  time  being,  for  the  purposes  thereof.  By  the  same 
Order  directions  were  given  for  the  payment  of  a  proportionate  part  of  the 
proceeds  of  a  certain  fund,  subject  to  the  trusts  of  the  Legacy  (and  which 
part  amounted  to  £2,631  19s.  2d.,  or  thereabouts)  towards  the  debt  incurred 
in  the  erection  of  the  new  Hospital  Buildings. 

But  liberty  is  reserved  to  His  Majesty’s  Attorney- General  to  apply  to 
the  Judge  for  a  new  Scheme,  or  otherwise,  as  he  might  be  advised  in  case  at 
any  time  the  aforesaid  undertaking  be  not  fulfilled  to  his  satisfaction.

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Report  for  the  year  ended  3  /  st  October ,  /  935,  read  at  the 
Annual  General  Meeting  held  at  the  Hospital  on  the  4th  November, 

1935 . 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1934-5  the  members  of  the  League 
decided  to  devote  their  energies  to  raising  money  for  the  definite 
purpose  of  equipping  the  Women’s  Surgical  Ward  with  new 
beds.  To  this  end  a  successful  dance  at  the  Manor  House  Hotel 
and  two  afternoon  Whist  Drives  were  held,  and  in  April 
the  members  had  the  pleasure  of  handing  over  £30  to  the 
Hospital  for  the  purchase  of  twelve  out  of  twenty-four  beds 
required. 

In  addition  to  these  activities  the  members  of  the  League  have 
given  their  help  with  the  Christmas  Appeal,  and  also  on  Pound 
Day,  when  Lady  Keymer  was  present  to  receive  the  gifts.  At  the 
Carden  Fete  in  June  the  League  succeeded  in  raising  £16  Is.  3d. 
for  the  General  Funds  of  the  Hospital  by  means  of  its  Empire 
Produce  Stall. 

The  resignation  of  Mrs.  Jasper  White  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  from  the  position  of  Vice-President  was  accepted  with 
regret,  but  the  League  was  glad  to  retain  Mrs.  Fisher  Yates 
and  to  welcome  Mrs.  Wigan,  Mayoress  of  Hackney,  and  Mrs. 
Butler,  Mayoress  of  Stoke  Newington  as  Vice-Presidents.  The 
attendance  of  the  Mayoresses  at  the  Meetings  during  such  an 
exacting  year  of  office,  and  their  practical  help,  have  been  much 
appreciated. 

During  the  year  the  League  has  suffered  losses  in  its  member¬ 
ship  owing  chiefly  to  the  removal  of  people  from  the  neighbour¬ 
hood.  It  is  hoped  that  these  losses  will  be  made  good.  New 
members  are  wanted  so  that  the  various  activities  may  be  carried 
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out  with  enthusiasm  and  that  the  League  may  firmly  establish 
itself  as  a  useful  and  reliable  society  for  helping  the  Hospital 
in  whose  interests  it  works.
